TO STAND TRIAL 


FOR WIFE MURDER, 


Marins Paulsen, of 66th Batta- 
lion, is Committed at Clyde 
Preliminary 


(Special to The Bulletin) 

CLYDE, Alta., Jan, %-~Marius 
Faulsen was committed for trial here 
this afternoon, by J. McLachlan, J.P., 
on a charge of murdering his wife. 
‘The accused was defended by Omer 
st. Germain, of Morinyille, on instruc- 
tions from M. M. Charleson, of Ed- 
rionton, counsel for the prisoner. 

The story of the crime, as told by 
the witnesses, was that following a 
domestic quarrel on the afternoon of 
the Wednesday before Christmas. 
Paulsen, who is a private in the 66th 
Battalion, and who was home on 
Christmas leave, shot and killed his 
wife. The trouble between the man 
nnd wife is alleged to be one of long- 
standing, and has been aggravated of 
late by Paulsen disclaiming the par- 
entage of the youngest of their six 
children, a babe of four months. A 
continuous series of quarrels ended 
with the tragedy of Decomber 23rd, 

After the shooting Paulsen iy al- 
leged to have gone to the house of a 
neighbor named Christenson, where 
he went to bed, after asking his host 
to notify the police. The shooting 
sook place about 8:80 In the after- 
neon, and the woman died at eix 
o'clock. Paulsen was put under ar- 
rest at midnight, when he was taken 
from his bed by an officer of the po-

Edmon- 
ton’s prospect of building a city 
hall is just about as good as its 
prospect of building up a live 
market without providing shelter 
against the storins and cold of 
winter and the rains of summer, 
And the city’s need of a city hall 
is just as conspicuously wanting as 
its need of a market building on 
the Rice street square is obviously 
present, Edmonton would be a 
better city and its people better 
served if the city council had to 
hold meetings in a stall of a Rice 
street market building than it is 
when the council assembles in 
commodious quarters in a civic 
block to refuse the citizens per- 
mission to buy produce from the 
farmers and to tell the farmers to 
go elsewhere to sell their produce 
and spend their money, If the im- 
minent prospect of -Edmonton 
having two or three million dol- | 
lars to squander in a city hall is 
the best reason the market com- 
mittee has to offer for deciding to 
put the market out of business the 
market committee would conserve 
its reputation by keeping its rea- 
sons to itself,

THE POWER QUESTION, 


Editor Bulletin, 

Sir--Referring to your editorial in 
Tuesday's Bulletin, re the Hydro-Elec- 
tric, 1 wish to call your attention to 
the mistake that you have made in 
confusing the “load factor’’ with the 
‘power factor, You state that Mr, PB, 
N, Hallock sent a telegram to the 
Westinghouse Co, and gnve the tele- 
gram and its reply, In the reply from 
the Westinghouse Co, you will note 
that they say, “At fifty per cent. load 
factor’ their engines will produce 
power at a certain price, and then you 
go on to state that the contract be- 
tween, the Hydro and the city calls for 
a ninety per cent load factor, Now 
this is totally wrong. No load factor at 
all is called for in the contract (a very 
strong point in favor of the city). The 
90 per cent. is a power factor—some- 
thing altogether different from a load 
factor, The load factor is “the ratio of 
average power to the maximum power 
that could be delivered,’ and this ra- 
tio is generally very low, and is the 
weak point in all electrical develop- 
ments, as the maximum power is only 
required for from one to two hours 
per day for about four months per 
year. The rest of the time a lot of this 
machinery is standing idle, and to 
the best of my Knowledge the average 
“load fuctor" on the continent of Am- 
erica is less than thirty per cent., go 
that the Westinghouse Co. in their es- 
timate was asking for something that 
the Citv of Edmonton could not give 
when they asked for a 50 per cent. 
load factor, 

Owing to the fact tliat Edmonton is 
situated so far north, we have very 
short days in the wintér months, and 
here will always be 
very law due to the fact that our 
house lghting, store lighting, street 
lighting: street railway load, and fac- 


tory load has all got to be on at the 
6ame time during the winter months, 
from about 4 p.m. to 6 p.m, This gives 
us a very high “peak load," and a 
Very poor load factor, as a great part 
of this plant is standing idle a big 
part of the time, In the Westinghouse 
caicuiations they say that capital 
charges will be four-tenths of a cent, 
but that Is only on their machinery, 
and does not include the cost of build- 
(ngs, insurance, ete, The Westinghouse 
Co, says that their quotations are bas- 
ed on northern Pennsylvania condi- 
tiona. and these conditions are totally 
different from Edmonton conditions. 
To generate one k.w. hour Im, northern 
Pennevivanio requires about six to six 
and a half lbs. of coal (with the addi- 
tional ashes, etc,, to be handled, owing 
to ollr power grade of coal), This 
would increase the cost per kilowatt 
hour to quite an extent, as you will 
find that the cost of handling coal 
ashes, ete, in our plant is quite a 
large item. Another point is that their 
natural gas is better for heating pur- 
poseg than ours, so that there can be 
no comparison whatever between con- 
ditions in northern Pennsylvania and 
Sdmonton, 

There has been a good deal of talk 
wbout the high “load factor’ in Cal- 
gary (about 60 per cent.,) but this is 
an exception, and is due to the fact 
that the C.P.R, shops there take pow- 
er from the city (at a very low rate), 
when the city does not require it 
themselves, The C.P.R. shops have 
their own steam plani, and it was al- 
ready installed before this arrange- 
ment was made. and they use their 
own plant when, they cannot get pow- 
er from the eity, but this is something 
that the City of Edmonton could not 
get—nt least, it is very unlikely, The 
City of Edmonton has a splendid con- 
tract due to the fact that they can 
take power at any time that they re- 
quire it and in any quantity, and they 
cam, sell power to factories on a 
straight k.w. hour basis. and they do 
not have to ask the factories to guar- 
antee any amount (as they would 
have to do if the city were buying on 
a horse power or kilowatt basis). Tf 
am sure that the city will find this a 
very strong argument when they try 


to sell power to factories, 
Had the city bought power from 
the Hydro-EBlectric on a_ straight 


horse power or kilowatt basis (Mayor 
Henry at the Alex. Taylor school said 
that if the Hydro had given them a 
horse power basis, the same as Cal- 
raty. he would have been in favor of 
it and would have voted for them), 
there is no question, but that it would 
have been a better contract for the 
Hydro and a much worse contract for 
the city. as the city would have had to 
pay-higher prices than they will now, 
and they could not have sold power 
except ‘off the peak’’ power tu face 
tories, and there Bre very few factor- 
ies that would buy that sort of power. 

Regarding the 90 per cent. power 
factor, I do not think that the City 
will have any trouble with that as it 
is only a question of seeing that the 
right sort of motors, transformers, 
etc,, are installed in factories, ete. and 
the fact that the power house will op- 
erate ‘rotary converters’ for the 
street railway load should Keep the 
power factor well within the 90 per 
eent. 

You quote the great changes that 
have’ takén place In the last 30 years 
{n machinery, ete. but I would like 
to point out to you that this has been 
mostly in machines of small power. 
The machines that were installed in 
Niagara Falls about twenty-ilve years 
ago (and designed several years be- 
fore that) are the same type of ma- 
chine that they are installing in plants 
at the present time, so that there has 
ben very little or no changes in large 
units of power in that time. 

Re your argument in favor of na- 
tural gas: Supposing that this city had 
decided om, installing a natural gas 
plant, and had gone to the expense of 
doing so, do you think that any sane 
citizen would vote that the city should 
depend solely on natural gas for its 
lighting, etc. They would not, and you 
would find that the city would have 
to have a reserve steam plant which 
would have to be kept ready for op- 
eration, on a half-hour notice, This 
would mean an enormous increase in 
the capital charges and would in- | 
crease the-+cost per k.w.h, instead of 
decreasing it. And do you think that 
any manufacturer would care to risk 
his power supply to natural gas? Na- 
tural gas is an unknown and uncer- 
tain quantity, and would never do for 
a city that wishes to be able to guar- 
antee its power to factories, 

Regarding the 30-year contract 
which is really only a twenty-five-year 
contract, as the first five. years the 
company is to operate the steam 
plant, it is only by having a market 
for their power for a certa‘m, length of 
time that the company can sell their 
bonds at a reasonable price, and if the 
coritract had been shorter there is no 
doubt but that the price would have 
been higher, and I do not think that 
any business man would be willing to 
risk his money unless he were sure of 
interest on same, This plant will be 
one of the most expensive plants in 
the world to develop, as the amount 
that they will spend on the dam alone 
is as much as is spent altogether on 
some plants which have developed 
more power than this one will do. This 
is due to the fact that there is no na- 
tural fall in this river, as there is at 
practically every point where a hydro- 
electric plant has been installed, such 
is Niagara, Shawinigan, Chaudiere, 
Montmorenci. Grand Mere, etc. Re- 
wurding the ininimum amount of pow- 
cr to be paid for, we must not forget 
that the price is lower-than the price 
that the city can develop it at, and 
there is mo reason why the city cannot 
use this amount of power if the busi- 
ness of selling power in the city is 
gone after in the right manner. There 
Is a Clause in the contract that com- 
pels the Hydro to pay the salary of a 
man to handle this end of it. and 
there is no doubt but that the Hydro 
will get a good man, as it is as much 
to their interests to develop Edmon- 
ton ag it is to the City of Edmonton's 
interests, as the money that the Hydro 
gets from the City of Edmonton will 
not pay interest, ete., on the bonda of 
the company for several years, unless 
Edmonton grows large enough to use
